Even standing room was 
a i a premium. As a s|<ecial attraction. Madam 
Maranette gave an exhibition with her society horses 
and with her wonderful high jumper, St. Patrick. 
This feature was given on the track in front of the 
grandstand lietweeu the races. Tile racing itself 
was keenly couteated. the fourth lieing the only 
race in which there was little spirit to the contest. 
In this race, tile jockeys riding the other horses 
|M-rmitted itagmau to obtain a long lead during the 
tirst <iuarter. and they then continued to rate their 
mounts, doubtless with the exja-ctation that the |*ace- 
iiiaker would come hack io them. Kugman. however, 
went on by himself and cantered home the winner 
Willi a lead of six lengths. 

Jockey Have Nieol rode two winners. Sylvan Dell 
ami Ferrand Cecilian. The former, running in the 
colors of James McLaughlin, came from la-hind in 
the stretch and won going away. 

Kthou. winner of the tilth race, was the medium 
for heavy hacking, both in the local ring aud else- 
where. At |a*st time his backers were eagerly ac- 
cepting tile 8 to 5 that two or three of the ven- 
turesome layers still kept up. Etlion was boosted

by J. Hewitt.

GOSSIP FROM THE EASTERN TRACKS. 



Trainers Going Right Along with Their Charges in 
Preparation for Approaching Season. 



New York. March 13. — The fastest work done at 
Sheepshead Ray yesterday was accomplished by A. 
Rlute's platers, Rustem and Ranbury. They gal- 
loped a quarter on the main track In 253. Rustem 
and Ranbury recently returned from Juarez, where 
they raced all winter. They are fitter than most ot' 
the horses at the Ray. and it is the intention of 
Klutc to keep them going just enough to retain their 
condition. They will he ready to race at Aqueduct. 

Pleasant, spring like weather continues and if it 
holds out. the racers which go to the post at Aque- 
duct Jiext mouth will be much farther advanced 
Ilian horses usually art- in mid-April. 

Sam Hildreth sent his big stable out in two sets. 
The one which included Fayette, Joe Madden. 
Restigouche and Jeanne d’Are breezed quarters in 
271. The one made up of Montgomery, Firestone, 
Woodcraft. Dalmatian and Rose Queen did not do 
as well by about half a second. From the way 
Hildreth is breezing Restigouche and Jeanne d'Arc. 
one would infer that lie intends to have them ready 
for Aqueduct. Restigouche will Just about he his 
representative ill the Carter Handicap. ,The Com- 
mando gelding came to hand early last * season, it 
will Ik- recalled, and came close to winning the 
Krooklyn Handicap from his stable companion. King 
James, and Mr. Keene's Celt. 

Enoch Wlshard indulged the string of Ort Wells 
two-year-olds lu- is training for John A. Drake in 
strong gallops on the yearling track at the Ray. 
They were frisky enough, and perhaps there is a 
good racer or so among them. Rut they were small 
when they came up from Kentucky, ami they do not 
seem to improve like other eastern youngsters. 

Nimbus, which will In* ready for tin- first race at 
Aqueduct if his owner wants to start him. headed 
George Odom’s youngsters. The Star Shoot gelding 
breezed a half in 58. The two-year-olds that went 
along did not attempt anything so ambitious. They 
breezed three-eighths in 42 or 43. 

Max Hirsch, who was very successful at Juarez, 
was at the Ray early in the morning. Hirsch arrived 
on the course while Hildreth's horses were doing 
their stunts. Hirsch sought in vain among the 
Hildreth liorses for Livonia, the daughter of Star 
Shoot he sold last fall. Livonia is not galloping 
with the most forward members of the Hildreth 
bunch. -She was lame last fall and the Missouri 
horseman is going along slowly with her. 

W. P. Fine arrived from Kentucky yesterday with 
three horses belonging to the veteran breeder. John 
Maekev. Mr. Mackey will have these horses trained 
and sell them off as they will. 

"Lucky Jack" McGinnis, who is among the rail- 
birds these days, says that if trainer Rowe does 
not develop anotlii r Svsonby or a Colin from tin- 
present crop of Castlclon-brcd youngsters, a lot of 
sliarp-eyed persons will la- mistaken. It is common 
gossip, by tin- way. that McGinnis and his former 
jockey. Joe Notter. will form a turf partnership 
before the local season o|iens. Notter. who will 
not return to Europe, weighs 130 pounds. He says 
he caif reduce to make 115 or less, lmt it is be- 
lieved such a task will be a hardship. Notter has 
saved his money and is said to lie fairly well fixed. 

George Odom thinks his four-year-old filly. Trance, 
will 1 m- able to race this year. She broke down last 
spring at Pimlico and Odom promptly retired her for 
the rest of the season. Trance has wintered well 
ami seems to have recovered from this ailment to 
such an extent that Odom 1m>|h-s she can go to the 
post early in June. 

It. Miller, who trains and handles the Fanshawo 
stable, showed eight of his two-year-ohls, four fil- 
lies by Islington and four colts by Mono. The oc- 
tette stepped along quarters in 20* and 273. 

Nine two-year-olds in charge of trainer R. King 
were worked three-eighths in 41 and 42. He expects 
great things of two of the lot that are by Orna- 
ment. 

Su|M»rintendent James Duuphy of Gravesend re- 
ceived word from .T. llynes to have his stable in 
readiness, as lie intends to leave for New York in 
a few days with twenty-one horses. He says that 
all of his liorses have wintered well and are ready 
to go right along with stiff training. 

T. Welsh had out all of the Newcastle horses and 
allowed his two-year-olds to go quarters in 27 ami 
21). They all moved off in a bunch as though 
breaking from tin- barrier. In explanation Mr. 
Welsh said that he always made it a point in the 
training of two-year-olds to have them well schooled 
at Hie barrier before sending them to the races, 
lie thinks it the most important part of their train- 
ing. 

Word lias lieen received that A. G. Riakeloy will 
soon arrive from Oakland, where lie lias been racing 
the past winter. lie will bring with him a stalde 
of fifteen horses.

Louisville. Kv., March 15. — I). N. Prewitt, who 
recently sold his Kentucky Derby candidate. Ren 
K. Sleet, to Ed Corrigan, was a recent •‘visitor 
at Churchill Downs, where he has some two- 
year-olds in training in the stalile of W. S. Hop- 
kins. He reports that trainer Joe Evermun will ship 
liis crack sprinter. T. M. Green, here from Jackson- 
ville, Fla., as soon as lie finds some one coming this 
way. Mr. Prewitt says he will likely mate Ever- 
green, the dam of T. M. Green, with Filigranc, 
the sire of the $99,000 turf winner. Accountant. 
The mare will shortly foal to Dick Welles, sire of 
last vear's Kentucky Derby winner, Wntergreen. 
She is a remarkable producer. Her first foal was 
the highly-tried John McAlister, then she dropped 
T. >1. Green and followed that up liy producing that 
good racer. Dixie Knight. W. S. Hopkins lias a 
promising two-year-old colt out of her by Scintillant 
II. in training at Churchill Iiowns and Mr. Prewitt 
lias a yearling at his Royle Comity farm out of her 
bv Resolute II.. the Australian-bred horse that sired 
Snow. Evergreen is a daughter of Ornameut. and 
is out of Tenerine. by Ten Rroeek. from fhe family 
that produced Cunard, sire of the California Deriiy 
winner. Turret. She might have made a brilliant 
record on the turf, only she was born with a club- 
fmit ami. as a consequence, could never lie trained. 
She is only a voung matron, buving been foaled in 
1900 .

CLERGYMAN SAYS BETTING IS NOT IMMORAL. 



Moral and Reform Council of Canada Not a Unit 
for Passage of Miller Bill. 



“The Moral and Social Reform Council of Canada 
is not a unit on the Miller bill, and that Is one of 
the reasons why it will fail.” says the Canadiau 
Sportsman. ‘‘Rev. Father Minehan, the rector of 
St. Helen’s Roman Catholic- Church, Toronto, 
preached on gambling last Sunday. He is a member 
of the Moral and Social Reform Council, too, aud 
lie represents by far the largest church in Canada 
in the number of adherents, though it does uot in- 
clude so many iKiiitical or scnsation-iuongeriiig 
parsons. Father Minehan did not deal in rubbishy 
and ridiculous statements. He told his congrega- 
tion honestly that it was not sinful or immoral to 
make a bet and that there was no distinction iu 
the subjects of betting. The mau who bets on stock 
fluctuations is tin- same as the man who bets on 
any other outcome of events. Every man of suf- 
ficient intelligence to keep him out of the idiot asv- 
lum knows this just as well as Father Miuchun, lint 
few of tin- parsons have the moral courage to say 
so. Father Minehan’s sermon was not reported in 
the Globe, another sample of the bigotry (hat once 
fair-minded |>aper lias shown in the treatment of 
this subject all through the chapter. 

"Unthinking parsons keep on repeating front the 
pulpit tiie fallacy that a law which makes an ac- 
tion criminal on one day and in one* place which is 
legal at another time ami place is a monstrosity. 
They are not siqqMised to exercise reason or. any- 
thing lint blind prejudice in dealing with ■moral’ 
questions. Not a parson In Toronto lmt knows the 
very contrary to lie true. Not one lmt knows that 
lie may preach the gospel In his own or any other 
church, tint if he attempts to do so in the Queen's 
Park, or any other public place, lie will be arrested 
and sent to jail if he does not pay a line for iiis 
preaching.’’ 

It may well be guessed that the sporting editor of 
tiie Toronto Glolie had tin- threatened anti-racing 
legislation in Canada in mind when lie penned the 
following plaint: 

“Lacrosse lias no special trouble of its own. It 
suffers, though, in a general way, from the common 
‘sissy’ tendency of tiie day. Tbe feminist spirit Is 
abroad and active in tiie land. We are all to lie 
made mollycoddles. with no difficulties to face, no 
battles to fight, no temptations to overcome. A tribe 
of bid women is to bo produced nml tiie bent of 
youth is to 1m- altered to fit. Games of personal 
contact and strenuous effort are to be tamed, ive- 
ca use they demand virile qualities and purposes. 
Not s*i will Canada produce an enduring or a domi- 
nant race of people, able to maintain their position 
among the nations of the world.” 



DELIRIUM FAILS AS FAVORITE. 



Whitney Horse Finishes Fourth in Lincolnshire Han- 
dicap, Which Is Won by Cinderello. 



London. March 15. — Harry Payne Whitney’s De- 
li, riiun was a, 4 to 1 favorite for the Lincolnshire 
Handicap at Lincoln today, but did no tietter than 
finish fourth. The race was won h.v Cinderello. with 
Forerunner II. second and August Belmont ’a Norman 
III. third. The betting was 9 to 1 against Cinderello, 
40 to 1 against Forerunner II. and 33 to 1 against 
Norman III. Twenty-seven liorses started in the 
race.

CANADIAN COLT FOR 1911 DERBY. 

Toronto, Ont., March 15. — Raymond M. Dale, of 
South Qu’ Appel ie. Assiniboiu. will ship to Englaud 
shortly a two-year-old hay colt by Kelston— Drowsy, 
to he trained for next year’s Epsom Derby. The 
colt is Saskatchewan-bred, and tills is the first 
time a Canadian owner lias set himself the highest 
honor of the rueirtg world as his goal. Mr. Dale 
inis been fortunate in securing for liis colt a place 
in the pretentions training stable of Sam Darling at 
Hcrkhaniptou. Darling trains for such owners as 
Lc-rd Rosebery, the Duke of Devonshire, Captain 
Greer and Lord Lonsdale ami liis patrons also in- 
clude the American owners. Charles Carroll. James 
R. Keene and J. E. Widener. Darling has about 
fifty liorses in preparation for this season's racing. 

Kelston. the colt’s sire, is a Longfellow horse, 
whose dam, Annette, carried the colors of Boyle & 
Littlefield a score of years ago and ran in hurdle 
races. She won the last hurdle race ever run at 
Woodbine. Annette’s sire. Strachlno. was in the 
stud at Woodstock, and left a vast amount of good 
stock in Oxford and the neighboring counties. On 
the dam’s side the Derby candidate receives the 
blood of one of the most prepotent of English fami- 
lies. the Rond Or line of Stockwell, crossed with a 
stout American line. His pedigree, of course, does 
not read as attractively as those of the choice re- 
sults of the great English and Irish stud farms, 
but "dark” horses have won the Derby before this, 
and it Is one of the fascinations of the turf that tin- 
horse of "the little man” has always the chance 
to beat the champion of the greatest aud richest 
breeding establishment. 



RESTORING CONFIDENCE AT LAT0NIA. 

Cincinnati. 0., March 15. — "The Latonia Jockey 
Club is going to make every effort to re-establish 
public confidence in racing,” the Enquirer quotes 
John Hachmcister as saying after tiie club held its 
annual meeting recently. "We understand thor- 
oughly why’ the Latonia races lost caste with the 
public. There was not one reason, but many. 
Everyone knows that it is an uphill job, this re- 
kindling of a racing spirit, but it is going to be 
given a fair trial. Tliere is not much, if anything, 
in sight for the owners of the track, but they 
are willing to take the chance. The betting will lie 
done through pari-mutuels, and this will, to an ex- 
tent, cut down the professional players. This will 
not affect the status of the sport, but will be felt 
in the business circles of Cincinnati. 

“All the new management asks is that the pub- 
lic should withhold its judgment of the race meet- 
ing at Latonia until it is in operation. Without 
bookmaking, without owners running their horses 
over their own track and with good officials, there 
should bo no trouble in running a race track right 
to the line. This should uot lie construed to mean 
that the Latonia races were off-colored heretofore. 
Rather there were a good many tilings that came 
up upon which .the public placed the worst isissi- 
lile construction. Bookmakers and their help were 
largely responsible for this, and much of the alleged 
scandal of tin* race track came from hotel lobbies 
where the men that laid the odds wanted to muke 
themselves appear as smarter than anyone else ■ Ml .i 
each wiser than ids fellow layer. The Latonia 
meeting will he ruu just as it is heralded, wium-r or 
loser,” 



TAMPA LAYERS HARD HIT 



NUMEROUS GOOD THINGS GO THROUGH TO 
DELIGHT OF SMART SET. 



San Gil Wins Race Under Circumstances That 
Create Much Comment — Starter Dade 
Off for Kentucky. 



Tampa, Fla., March 13. — Adverse comment fol- 
lowed tbe running of the fourth race at the Tampa 
I ’my track today, won by San Gil. The unnaturally 
short price eagerly accepted on the winner, coupled 
with tin- ride that Oarroll gave Ormuz, supposedly 
the most formidable contender, s<-emuigly justified 
the criticism. San Gil might have won under any 
circumstances, but tiie easy manlier in which he 
scored in consequence of lack of serious contention 
from the otliers, caused the taik. Report had it 
that San Gil was heavily backed tlirougliout the 
country. Tiie winner went into a long lead with the 
rising of the barrier and was never in danger. Or- 
muz and Tamar measured strides during tbe tirst 
three-eighths iu closest pursuit, with Flora Riley 
trailing distantly. At tiie stretch turn Oarroll. on 
Ormuz, forced Tamar wide and this enabled Flora 
Riley to get into serious contention for the place, 
lmt under Brannon’s listless effort she succumbed 
to Tamar iu tile last stride. Tiie judges promptly 
suspended Carroll. 

Good tilings galore were put over by the sharps 
during tin- afternoon and tin- layers were mulcted 
out of a large sum. Their troubles began with the 
opening dash, when Magic Miss, hammered down 
from an opening of 5 to 2. went to the post at 
4 to 5. Reports industriously circulated to the 
effect that she was on tiie verge of breaking down 
accounted for tile long opening odds. She won with 
ease. 

Tin- redeeming feature of the sport came iu the 
fifth race, when Ramon Corona. Raleslied and Al- 
visc furnished a spirited struggle ami landed noses 
apart. 

Necklet and Percy Taylor, iu the second, also fur- 
nished an Interesting battle for the purse, the 
Ncltrelber filly winning in tin- last stride. Alberta 
H. and Merise were two choices that' failed. 

Before departing for Henderson. Kv.. tonight, 
starter Dade assured General Manager Strode that 
lie would return for tin- meeting next season if his 
services should lie wanted. Starter Dade’s work 
this winter has been above criticism. William 
Snyder will do the starting, lieginning tomorrow. 

Jockeys Mewes and Ilnrty were sus|iended for the 
rest of tin- meeting for disobedience at tin- post. 

J. T. Temple shipped five horses, including Billie 
lllbhs. Ortega nml Rrookline, to Jamestown, Va., 
for the meeting which liegins then- April 1. M. 
Burton will go to the same place at the close of 
racing here. 

O. E. l’nttcrsqn will take Kerehevnl and Pirate 
Diana Io Jacksonville at tin- close of the meeting 
here to fill in the time before tiie opening at Lex- 
ington.

Directors of Kentucky Association Decide Upon Pro* 
gram for Approaching Meeting. 



Lexington. Ky., March 15.-— President J. N. Cam- 
den, Secretary G. D. Wilson and directors Irving H. 
M heatcroft. Matt .1. Winn. John AlcClintock, Over- 
ton II. Obenauit and D. Gray Falconer of the Ken- 
tucky Association, met here today and formulated 
plans for the local spring meeting, which will open. 
April 30 and continue seven days. William H. Shel- 
ley. of Louisville, was elected racing secretary for 
tlu- meeting, lie having |M-rr<inned the duties of that 
office so acceptably last spring. It was decided 
that there shall he no purse of less than $300 and 
that there shall be a stake or haudieap attraction 
of not less than $300 each day. 

Tiie Breeders' Futurity, for two-year-olds, will lie 
run April 30. Tilt- Camden Handicap, for tliree-ycnr- 
oids, at a mile aud an eighth, a prcliminarv to the 
Kentucky Derby, will lie decided .May 3. The 
Breeders’ Futurity Consolation will.be run May 5, 
aud the Camden llaudlcap Consolation May 7," the 
closing day of the meeting. These two races will 
1 m- worth $500 each. Tiie Hioenix Hotel Handicap 
ami the Lexington brewing Company Handicap, each 
worth $500, will bo decided on May 2 and May 6, 
resjH-ctively. There will be a cup race as the fea- 
ture for May 4. 

The weights for the Camden Handicap will be an- 
nounced April 15, and Messrs. Lyman H. Davis, 
William II. Shelley and Thomas R. Cromwell were 
appointed a committee to do the handicapping. 

Eugene Elrod will, as at previous meetings since 
the introduction of the pari-mutuel system, have 
charge of tiie betting ring. There will hi' no paid 
presiding judge. The judges will be selected each 
day from tile ranks of the* horsemen in attendance. 
The employment of a starter was left to Colonel 
Winn. 

The directors are particularly pleased with the 
prospects for a successful meeting here this spring.
